Dwight H. Green, former United 
States district attorney who was 
drafted by the party command to 
lead the G. O. P. out of the po- 
litical doldrums, earned the Re- 
publican nomination by a margin 
of almost four to one over Wil- 
liam Hale “Big Bill” Thompson. 

Thompson acknowledged his 
defeat. Green won wide notice 
as a “gang buster” when his pros- 
ecution led to the imprisonment 
of Al Capone. He will face Kelly 
in “the election on April 4. 

Kelly led by a vote of 592,213 to 
309,776 at midnight tonight, with 
3,080 of 3,648 Precincts reported.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—(UP) 
Senate isolationists, led by Wil- 
liam E, Borah, Republican, Idaho, 
aud Bennett C. Clark, Democrat, 
Missouri, launched their offensive 
against President Roosevelt’s for- 
eign policy today, Clark declaring 
that the administration had per- 
mitted the sale of planes and parts 
to Germany and then sought to 
keep the transaction secret. 


Arising during the second day of 
debate on the $358,000,000 military 
expansion bill, Clark charged that 
during the senate munitions com- 
mittee’s inquiry four years ago the 
State and Commerce Departments 
blocked an investigation into the 


sale of American plane motors and. 


equipment in connection with the 
Nazi rearmament program. 


The secretary of commerce 
pleaded that disclosure of the sales 
might disrupt American - foreign 
commerce and invite reprisals 
against Commerce Department at- 
taches abroad, Clark said. He add- 
ed that the munitions committee 
had considered the purchases a 
violation of the Versailles treaty, 
although it never was ratified by 
the United States.

Georgia February in 10 Years. 

A sodden state, with rivers and creeks lapping at their banks, 
bid an anxious farewell to February last night, and looked hopefully 
forward to a few days of dry March weather. 


Recording more than two and a, 


half inches of rainfall in Atlanta 
for the last 24 hours, the United 
States Weather Bureau reported 
the rain was over for the north- 
ern half of the state, though the 
extreme south portion could ex- 
pect more showers today. The 
Atlanta forecast is for partly 
cloudy weather and slightly cool- 
er temperatures, with 38 degrees 
expected as this morning’s mini- 
mum. 

Cities along Alabama, Florida 
and Georgia rivers were reported 


safe from crests of streams swol- 
len during the wettest February 


in 10 years, but bottom and farm 
lands were under water. 

George Mindling, weather fore- 
caster, predicted crests of 17 feet 
for today at West Point, two feet 
below flood stage; for 30 feet at 
Columbus tomorrow, four feet be- 
low flood stage, and for 40 feet 
at Eufaula on the same day. Forty

FULTON TAX BILL 
ENTERED IN HOUSE 


Would Allow Increase for 


Relief Purposes. 


A proposal to allow Fulton coun- | 
ty to increase it stax levy for re- 
lief purposes from one and a quar- 
ter mills to three mills was intro- 
duced yesterday in the house of 
representatives by the Fulton dele- 
gation. 

The added sum would enable 
the county to take over all the 
burden of relief in Fulton, a pro-° 
cedure agreed to in 1937 when At- 
lanta’s levy was set with the view | 
of reducing automatically the levy 
by one mill at the end of 1938. 

The proposed rate, which will 
bring the total county levy to 13 | 
mills, has the approval of county 
commissioners.

Change in-the speed limit on 
Lee street from 25 to 35 miles per 
hour would be unwise. at present, 
Mayor Hartsfield declared yes- 
terday afternoon in reply to East 
Point and College Park citizens.

The petition from Lee street 
residents said: “This street is a 
bad traffic hazard for pedestrians. 
We do not thing that it should 
be made a race track for the citi- 
zens of other towns.”

Fifty years ago this morning 
those two sentences were the Iead 
of “The Constitution’s announce- 
ment “that the state capitol at 
Washington and Hunter streets» 
had begn completed and was al- 
most ready for occupancy. 

Today, the cost of state build- 


ings runs into millions of dollars, 
and legislators are now debating 


a budget for the next two years 
that tops contemplated expendi 
tures of more than $100,000,G 

But, the “commission” which 
had charge of the erection of the 
state house in 1889 took cheer in 
the final report they made with 
the paying of the last bill on the 
structure, : 

It showed that the capitol cost 
about $1,000,000 but that when the 
final expense was settled, there 
was still $18.43 in the fund.

one bill, a measure designed to 
eliminate deductions for federal 
income taxes from incomes on 
which state taxes are paid. The 
vote on this bill was 21 to 18, Its 
sponsors said it would restore 
about $1,000,000 a year to the state 
treasury. 

As approved by the house while 
sitting as' a +committee of the 
whole, the appropriations bill pro- 
vides for the outlay of about $54,- 
000,000 in allocated funds and 
$46,000,000 in general funds dur- 
ing the next two years. This is 
in addition to between $15,000,000 
and $20,000,000. expended directly 
by state departments which: does 
not clear through the state treas- 
ury. 

The largest increase voted yes- 
terday was for the state school de- 
partment. This item was upped 
from the committee recommenda- 
tion of $9,400,000 a year to $11,- 
331,000 for the year beginning July 
1, 1939, and $11,852,000 for the 
year beginning July 1, 1940. The 
vote was 69 to 40. 

The fight for the increased 
school’ appropriation was led by 
Representative Whipple, of Bleck- 
ley, and Simmons, of Decatur 
county, while Representative Ed- 
wards, of Lowndes, joined Speaker 
Harris in seeking to hold it at least 
to the figure fixed by the commit- 
tee. 

The house likewise boosted the 
funds for the university system. 

The appropriations committee 
had set up $1,500,00 a year for the 
university system itself and $250,- 


‘000 a year for the building pro- 


gram. 
Add $760,000. 

Representatives Sams, of DeKalb, 
and Bennett, of Ware, offered an 
amendment raising the university 
fund to $1,730,000 a year and the 
building program to $400,000 a 
year,. Both proposals were ap- 
proved by large votes. In this ac- 
tion alone the house added $760,- 
000 to the budget. 

Another appropriation for the 
board of regents, an item for ex- 
perimentation with tobacco grow- 
ing was increased from $10,000 to 
$20,000 a year on an amendment 
by Répresentative*Simmons. 

However, before the house end- 
ed its work for the day it adopted 
the famous grandfather clause 
which permits the Governor to 
pare down appropriations if they 
exceed the income and defeated a 
stubbornly supported proposal of 
the school bloc to exempt the de- 
partment of education from the 
grandfather clause. The house 
likewise howled down appeals to 
exempt the welfare department, 
the penal board and the eleemosy- 
nary institutions from the provi- 
sions of this clause. 

Representative Lovett, of Lau- 
rens, in a question from the house 
floor indicated his belief that some 
members of the house were voting 
for increased appropriations in an 
effort to kill the bill. 


Another Factor. 

In passing on the items as a 
committee of the whole, only a 
bare majority of a quorum is nec- 
essary, but when the bill comes up 
for final passage it must obtain 
the constitutional majorjty of 103 
votes. Few, if any, items received 
103 affirmative votes in the com- 
mittee of the whole and in some 
quarters it was considered doubt- 
ful if the bill would muster that 
number today. 

In the event the bills fail of 
passage the present bill is a con- 
tinuing act and will remain In 
force until a new bill is passed 
either during this session or in an 
extra session. 

“Sales Tax Meeting.” 

Sharply reprimanding fellow 
legislators for approving the in- 
creases, Representative | Edwards 
charged the Rivers administration 
with maneuvering to force enact- 
ment of a sales tax and shouted 
“They had a sales tax meeting 
Monday night, and you know who 
I mean.” 

Speaker Harris bluntly warned 
the legislators again they would 
“have to put on additional taxes 
to pay out 100 per cent,” but his 
continued appeals for straight 20 
per cent slashes in all departments 
were ignored as the house revers- 
ed its earlier program. 

Harris later estimated $10,500,- 
000 additional would be needed 
each year to finance the budget “as 
it now stands.” 

Abercrombie Denounced. 

After a sharp attack by Repre- 
sentative Edwards the house cut 
the health department from the 
$600,000 for last year to $480,000. 
Edwards called the health depart- 
ment “the Abercrombie-Nepotism 
department.” 

Edwards said “I’ve got the 
names of 18 employes of the 
health department making a total 
of $50,000 a year who are related 
to each other and to Dr. T. F. 
Abercrombie, the director.” 

He said that there were three 


employes in the department get- 
ting $5,000 a year each to super- 
vise the work of vital. statistics, 
which, he said, was handled by 12 
girls getting $100 a month apiece. 
Dr. Abercrombie replied to the 
charges with admission he had 
employed his daughter, sister-in- 
law, his. wife’s cousin and two 
distant relatives. ee. 
The stocky, white-haired physi- 
cian told the house economy in- 
vestigating committee he stood on 
a previous statement in which he 
asserted there was “not an Aber- 


crombie” now employed in his de- 
partment and no blogd-relations 
whatsoever, except “a third or 
fourth cousin.”’ 

Beat Tobacco Bill. 

Meanwhile the senate defeated a 
bill to require grading and tying 
tcbacco in a_ legislative battle 
marked by a rift between senators 
representing counties in the bright 
leaf belt. 

They voted, 32 to 9, against a 
measure by Senator Wallace E. 
Harrell, of Quitman, which would 
have imposed a $5,000 annual li- 
cense on any Georgia warehouse 
which sold ungraded and untied 
tobacco. 

Harrell said the measure would 
have insured Georgia a $100,000,- 
000 crop this year, that it would 
increase prices at least four to six 
cents a pound, would eliminate 
haste in the auction season and 
place Georgia on a par with other 
tobacco-growing states. 

Aligned sharply against the bill 
were Senators D. I, Dawson, of 
Hinesville; J. E. Brooks, of Ca- 
milla; Reese F. Jordan, of Glenn- 
wood; James E. Padgett, of Hay- 
low, and H. L. Causey, of Alma, 

Mrs. Susan T. Moore, of Tifton, 
only woman in the senate, 
staunchly supported Harrell. 

The opposition contended the 
measure was “an asset to the 
warehousemen but a liability to 
the farmer.” Under the proposal, 
the producer would have assumed 
the cost of grading and tying. 

Mrs. Moore asserted South Caro- 
lina producers took advantage of 
Georgia’s bundle system, “sold 
their good graded and tied tobacco 
on their own markets and then 


dumped the sorry leaf over into |. 


Georgia.”

ENGINEER CAUTIOUS 
ON FLORIDA CANAL 


Major General Schley Re- 
fuses To Take Sides in 
Controversy. 


WASHINGTON, Feb: 28.—(/)— 
Major General Julian L. Schley, 
chief of army engineers, refused 
today to take sides in the dispute 
over the Florida ship canal. 

Testifying on the development 
for the first time, Schley told the 
house rivers and harbors commit- 
tee he had “never attempted to 
arrive at an independent opinion 
on that subject.” 


The engineer chief was the day’s 


only witness before a committee 
hearing on President Roosevelt’s 
plan to revive the abandoned 
$200,000,000 waterway. 

Tomorrow, the group will hear 
Major General Edward M. Mark- 
ham, retired chief of engineers, 
who reversed the War Depart- 
ment’s river and harbor board in 
1937 and recommended comple- 
tion of the canal. 

Schley hinted that he agreed with 
other army engineers that 90 per 
cent of the ships bearing com- 
merce from the gulf to the Atlan- 
tic or vice-versa would use a 
trans-Florida waterway. 


Representative Dondero, Re- 
publican, Michigan, who question- 
ed Schley closely on _ several 
points, said later it was “peculiar 
that the chief of army engineers 
has not reached a decision on this 
canal, though the subject has been 
up since 1819.”

Morgenthau Cites World 
Unrest, Asks Continuance 
of Stabilization Control. . 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—(>)— 


congress today that an emergency 
still existed in the international 
economic and monetary field and 
that the administration’s powers to 
operate the $2,000,000,000 stabili- 
zation fund and alter the gold 
value of the dollar should be ex- 
tended. 

“The recurrence of international 
crises is as probable now as when 
the stabilization fund was cre- 
ated in 1934,” the treasury chief 
told a house committee consid- 
ering President Roosevelt’s re- 
quest that these powers be ex- 
tended from June 30, 1939, to 
January 15, 1941. 

Morgenthau contended that the 
existence of a $2,000,000,000 fund 
set aside for the purpose of sta- 
bilizing the dollar in foreign ex- 
change “effectively discourages” 
the starting of currency depreci- 
ation wars which would be dis- 
ruptive to world trade. 

The secretary took cognizance 
of complaints that existence of 
this power had created uncer- 
tainty at home as to the dollar’s 
future worth, saying: 

“The fact that we have kept the 
gold value of the dollar. stable 
through the international mone- 
tary disturbances and alarms of 
the past five years should be ade- 
quate assurance that there is 
neither desire nor intent on the 
part of this administration to alter 
the gold value of the dollar except 
under circumstances which clearly 
demand such action.” 

(The United Préss said Lenator 
George announced he would sup- 
port legislation to end the Presi- 
dént’s authority over the dollar 
and to issue $3,000,000,000 in 
greenbacks. ) 


DEMOCRATS SAVE

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—Fail- 
ure of southern Democratic mem- 
bers to support Representative 
Carl Vinson, of Georgia, in his 
fight to retain the controversial $5,- 
000,000 Gaum item in the admin- 
istrations’ new $48,800,000 naval 
air base defense program was re- 
sponsible for his losing his first 
major legislative skirmish since 
taking over the chairmanship of 
the important®house naval affairs 
committee nearly nine years ago. 

It was not only the first defeat 
the Georgia congressman has suf- 
fered since becoming chairman of 
the committee, but it marked the 
first setback the administration 
has met this session in the con- 
sideration of its far-flung national 
defense plans. While the proposed 
Guam harbor developments were 
never emphazide as an adminis- 
tration measure the fact that the 
item was attached to the general 
air base bill and had been recom- 
mended by a special naval board 
tended directly to place it in the 
category of administration legis- 
lation. 

Southern Defections. 


A recapitulation of the 205-to- 
168 vote by which the Pacific 
island improvements were strick- 
en from the bill shows a defection 
of more than enough southern 
Democratic members to have 
changed the result. 

Representative Vinson, whose 
only comment on his defeat was 
that “the solid south did the trick,” 
had expected that the overwhelm- 
ing majority of Republicans would 
align themselves against the Guam 
base. What he did not anticipate. 
in his earlier predictions of vic- 
tory was that the solid South Car- 
Olina delegation of six members, 
five of the ten Georgia members, 
three from Mississippi, three from 
Louisiana, two from Arkansas, two 
in Texas, two in Tennessee, one

=e would vote with the opposi- 
ion.

LA CROSSE, Wis., Feb. 28.—(P) 
The storm which crippled Iowa 
traffic swept into western Wiscon- 
sin today, laying a 12-inch snow 
blanket in La Crosse.

TACKLING THE “NUMBER 1” PROBLEM 

The report of Commissioner William E. Lee, 
of the Interstate Commerce Commission, and 
Examiner .Michael Corcoran, that freight rates 
on many commodities bear an unjust differen- 
tial against the southern shipper, is a matter 
of utmost importance to every individual in 
the south. 

It confirms the contentions of the South- 
eastern Governors’ Conference, leader in the 
fight for removal of these discriminatory rates, 
and paves the way for a general revision which 
shall put the south, and all other sections of 
the country, on a parity in shipping costs. 

It promises a nation-wide equality in freight 
rates which, in the final showing, will prove of 
inestimable value, not only to this section, not 
only to industry, but to the entire nation and 
to the railroads themselves. By encouraging 
the movement toward decentralization of in- 
dustry and by aiding the process of distribution 
of all sorts of products to the consumer, it may 
do much to bring about economic recovery 
of the railroads. It will, of course, mean re- 
duction of freight rates on many commodities 


in the territorial divisions affected, but the 
forward-looking railroad executive is already 
realizing that reasonable reduction in rates is 
a far better channel toward greater revenue 
than an increase, which only tends to drive the 
traffic away from the roads to competitive 
forms of transportation. 


The commission itself has yet to approve the 
report. Either by independent action of the 
roads themselves, or through orders of the com- 
mission, it has yet to be put into effect. The 
report itself, however, is so conclusive in its 
corroboration of southern charges of discrimi- 
nation, it is- scarcely conceivable_that ultimate 
rectification of the rate inequalities will. not 
result. ‘ 

Thus the process of removing one of the 
principal causes for that southern condition 
which caused the President and the Emergency 
Council to dub this section the “Number 1 Eco- 
nomic Problem” of the nation, takes a long step 
forward. 

Equalization of freight charges is vitally im- 
portant to the future economy of the south. 
It is, however, only one of several artifically 
imposed handicaps on this region which must 
‘be removed. 

One of the most glaring injustices against 
the south is perpetrated by the federal govern- 
‘ment itself, through one of its principal agen- 
cies, the Works Progress Administration. By 
its own statistical reports the WPA is guilty of 
a discrimination against the south so glaring 
and so inequitable as to occasion astonishment. 

Senator Richard B. Russell, of Georgia, em- 
phasized this condition in the course of a 
speech, made on the floor of the senate on 
January 28 of this year. Senator Russell was 
speaking in favor of an amendment to the 
WPA appropriation bill, which had been ap- 
proved in the house. Ultimately the senate 
defeated the amendment. It provided that 
there should not be a greater differential in 
scales of pay for WPA workers than. 25 per 
cent, as between any one section of the country 
and any other. 

Taking WPA figures themselves as his au- 
thority, Senator Russell showed that the un- 
skilled laborer working for WPA in Tennessee 
is paid at the rate of 18 cents an hour, com- 
pared to $1.02 1-2 cents an hour in certain sec- 
tions of Illinois. Similar discrepancies appear 
in other states, with the average southern 
worker receiving far less than the worker in 
the north, east or west. 

Even more unjust difference is found in the 
rates of pay for skilled labor and technical em- 
ployes. The former classification, for instance, 
receives 31 cents per hour in Alabama, Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee and Virginia, while in New 
Jersey the rate is as high as $2.25 per hour. As 
for the technical worker, the variation is as 
great as from 34 cents per hour, in Alabama, 
Kentucky and Virginia, to $3.03 per hour in 

_ Pennsylvania. 

The southern worker is permitted to work 
‘more hours per month, but even this falls far 
short of equalizing earning capacity. Thus the 
worker in Tennessee, earning 18 cents an hour, 
labors 144 hours per month to earn $26. The 


: 


| 


Pennsylvanian earning $3.03 per hour is limited 
to 31 hours per month with a monthly income 
of $94. : 

As Senator Russell pointed out in his speech, 
“not only do these figures show an indefensible 
discrimination against workers employed upon 
projects in the south, but they operate to the 
injury of every line of business in the less 
favored states and penalize every class of people 
of those states.” : 

Exactly. One of the basic conditions in the 
south which aroused the President and the 
Emergency Council to the urgency of the sec- 
tional “problem,” is the lower average for in- 
comes in the southern states as compared with 
other parts of the nation. 

It would appear only logical for the federal 
government itse’f, through WPA rates of pay, 
to lead the way in the program to rectify this 
difference. 


LESSONS IN HINES TRIAL 

The conviction of James J. Hines in New 
York on charges of racketeering protection ac- 
tivities has in itself been made so sensational 
it overshadows the greater implication. It was 
to have been the political springboard of a 
young Republican to the governorship of New 
York state and, eventually, to the presidency of 
the United States. Together with its natural 
sensationalism, the trial attracted attention 
solely as an expose of Tammany—and Demo- 
cratic—corruption. 

This last it has undoubtedly been, yet it was 
merely additional confirmation of charges 
which have been made by Mayor LaGuardia for 
years and by unmistakable physical evidence 
in New York city. 

It is also an expose of the lethargy of the 
American people toward intelligence and hon- 
esty in public office. It is this lethargy that 
saddles the people with regimes which, while 
they may not be-essentially corrupt, are cer- 
tainly inefficient, expensive and tend toward 
the ultimate which was reflected in Tammany 
administrations of New York city. 

They emphasize the need for greater public 
interest and for means of attracting better 
qualities to the political arena. There are, for 
example, manifestations of this greater public 
interest in Atlanta, but they must be carefully 
nursed or they collapse in the face of intrenched 
political interests. The polite attempt to bury 
the Reed report in city council is an issue at 
point. It failed, temporarily at least, because 
the citizen interests of the city had been suf- 
ficiently aroused to keep the report alive de- 
spite the action of council; because the spectre 
of heavy debt and political greed that greeted 
the Hartsfield administration and gave the 
mayor sufficient strength to force reform upon 
council was still before the people.. But there 
is no guarantee that basic reforms necessary 
if Atlanta is to grow will not be similarly killed 
because of public inattention to political duties. 
A three per cent turnout for a recent election 
is indicative of a condition which has enabled 
politicians to maintain a grip upon the city and 
county and which manifests itself even now in 
their desire to regain control in the next mayor- 
alty election. 

New York was. able to attain a reform ad- 
ministration only after the corruptness of a 
Tammany administration aroused the rank and 
file of the citizenry. Even then a constant 
Stream of revelations was necessary to insure 
return of the LaGuardia administration to of- 
fice. It is possible that political domination by 
Tammany is ended and that public interest will 
be maintained. 

The reform and the enlistment of public 
strength came only after revelations of insup- 
portable corruption both in-office and at the 
polls. Atlanta has the opportunity to meet the 
threat before it builds to overwhelming propor- 
tions. It is a lesson which must be heeded and 
which demands the support of every citizen 
to those efforts now being made to secure basic 
changes in governmental structure that will at- 
tract more able citizens to the public service.

A CHAIN STORE TAX 
(From The DeKalb New Era.) 

The house of representatives on last Monday 
voted to place a tax on chain stores which levies 
$750 for each store in the large groups. The bil! 
received 103 votes, exactly enough to pass, It 
has now gone to the state senate for passage. 

Such a levy is not a tax. It is confiscation 
of property. One of the oldest laws of civilized 
man is that the state has no right to legislate out 
of existence any legitimate business. This was 
the nucleus of the Magna Charta. It was the 
nucleus of the civilized people until and unless 
they come under the control of diabolical forces 
who seek to force certain business out of the land. 

The right to tax embraces the right to de- 

stroy. The right to tax, therefore, must be ex- 
ercised with justice, fairness and equity. To de- 
Stroy by taxation is a crime of which we trust the 
state of Georgia will never be guilty. To ex- 
patriate individuals, as we have condemned re- 
cently in other countries, is hardly more wrong 
than to exterminate legitimate businesses from 
our midst. 
_ This is not a question of chain stores against 
individual and independent merchants. It is a 
question of righteous justice, of fair play, 
ordinary honesty. Everything is not angelic in 
either; neither is diabolical in every respect. They 
each have their arguments, their advantages and 
disadvantages, but of all things they each possess 
certain inalienable rights and one of these, pos- 
sibly their primary right, is the right of exist- 
ence.

The ably exposed Jac 
son theme was “a united party or a minority party,” which shou 
make Democratic flesh positively crawl in view of the marked ab- 
sence of party unity on Capitol Hill... 

Coming from a leader of the New Deal group whose words so 
often echo the President’s private thoughts, Jackson’s speech got far 
less attention than it deserved. What is more important, however, 
is that it was specifically intended as a sequel to the President’s 
warning to his followers against naming a “Van Buren” as his suc- 
eessor. Since uttering that warning, the President has had after- 
thoughts. He has spoken them freely to his circle. And the presi- 
dential after-thoughts are now reliably understood to be visible in 
Bob Jackson’s speech, and to have been put there with the full ap- 
proval of the President himself. 

The warning against naming a “Van Buren” was uttered at the 
Jackson Day (Andrew, not Bob) dinner in January. Its argument 
was, “Hang together in 1940, or hang separately.” The argument 
has been revised, apparently, to make the need for hanging together 
immediate. The solicitor general told his Kansas banqueters: 

“The greatest danger to the Democratic party today is in a grow- 


| ing public suspicion that its leaders have become so divided and 


distracted with personal and local politics that it does not have the 
capacity to agree on policies to run the government.”

“Our problem is not 
what to do about a third term; it is what to do about this second 
term.” “Our real time of trial is not 1940; it is now.” “The sus- 
picion is growing that the (Democratic) promise of a liberal ad- 
ministration represents true convictions only of the President and 
a small group, and that it does not represent the attitude of our 
party as a whole.” “In these times, if we begin wrecking a gov- 
erning group, as our party is today, we do not. know where the 
wrecking will end.”

It is not recorded whether the Kansas banqueters watched 
through a mist of tears’ as the solicitor general left the platform. 
His meaning being what it was, they should have done so if they 
believed him. There does not appear to be the remotest prospect 
of a restoration of party unity, either now or in 1940, for that mat- 
ter. Both sides are angry, obstinate and unforgiving. Each be- 
lieves that the policies of the other are suicidal; which leaves small 
ground for compromise. All.of which leads to the question, why 
—— that you are beaten unless you accomplish the impos- 
sible?

IMPORTANT THREAT The answer is probably to be found 


in Bob Jackson’s subsidiary theme, 
which was, “No person who reads the record of the last half cen- 
tury can fail to see that the people turn to the Democrats when- 
ever they are in a mood for liberal government. ... And we should 
take to heart the plain lesson that, when the people are in the mood 
for reactionary government, they never stop with ‘conservative’

The foregoing was annotated with a remarkable reference to 
recent Gallup polls, indicating a growth of conservatism among the 
voters, and a cheerful reminder of Alton B. Parker and John W.

LOST TALENT SURVEY Mr. Rush Burton’s home town of 
Lavonia had conducted by one of 


its enterprising young men a survey of lost talent. Mr. Burton’s 
newspaper keeps the people interested in their community. 

This young man, Ernest Hicks, of the class of 1937, discovered 
that of the first and. second-honor graduates of the Lavonia High 
school, less than 10 per cent remain in their county. ‘ 

After they receive their diplomas, 86 per cent leave to seek their 
fortune in téwns of more than 10,000 population. 

-Of the class of 1932, not a single member remains in Lavonia. 
All the boys are in towns of more than 10,000 population. The 
girls, all of whom are married, also are in larger cities. Statistics 
of the last four graduating classes show that eligible young women 
do‘not long remain in their home towns after graduation. Of the 
girl graduates of the last three years, not a one remains single and 
in Lavonia. 

Lavonia is, as far as population goes, an “average” small town. 
It has a population of 1,511, according to. the 1930 census. 

This story is one which most any “average” small town could 
tell. It pays to educate its boys and girls. Almost 90 per cent of 
them leave for other places, the larger, cities of the state or for 
other cities in other states. ) 

That some will and should go is, of course, but natural. That 
90 per cent should go is not. It means that the “average” small 
t6wn and rural community must discover some method of keeping 
them. That means providing opportunity. 


THE CITIES GIVE ANSWER. The cities of 10,000 and more 


3 are feeling the pressure. Their 
jobs have run out. There are five boys and girls waiting for any 
job which becomes vacant. 

Yet the rural communities keep pouring their young people into 
the cities. The answer, many educators believe, lies in a depart- 
ment of vocational education in every county. The boys and girls 
who intend going on to college, may go. The 87 per cent which does 
not intend to go, ought to be provided with some training which 
would enable them to take what is offered at home and accomplish 
something with it. 

The crowded cities, more especially those of the east, have been 
forced to be the leaders in the demand for more and more gov- 
ernment spending for relief. They are crowded with people who 
cannot find jobs. The south experiences, to a lesser degree, the 
same condition. 

Yet, each month there are those who, untrained for the strug- 
gle, give up the job on eroded and wasting acres, and move in seek- 
ing a job in some city. The unbalance continues. 

Here and there, where vocational teachers have stepped in, one 
may see a great change in attitude and a slowing down in the loss 
of young people from the farms. 

Those who resent statements that many of Georgia’s counties 
are, in effect, pauper counties and place the blame on the cities 
for draining away their people and their trade, must face the facts. 
There must be, now or at some time in the future, a consolidation 
of counties. What they say is true. The cities have drained away 
population and trade. The-only way to halt the tide is for a county 
to be able to give enough amount of opportunity. This they can- 
not do in such numbers as they now exist. Fifty or 60 counties, 
each with a department of health; with libraries reaching the re- 
motest rural section; with vocational training giving ambition and 
the knowledge of how to meet problems—all this seems obvious as 
at least a chance to meet the problem. Mere swearing at the cities 
is no good. The cities are not happy either.

ought to be no reason why objection 


- would be made to getting rid of the old and outmoded system of 


allocations. 

This year a bill actually is filed to rid the state of the system. 
After years of thinking about it a bill at last is introduced to 
do just that. Not only that but it has, if chance helps it a bit, 
an opportunity of passing. 4

poses A Solemn Duty To 
Take Care of It

At one embarrassing point in our history, 4,000 English soldiers 
landed from ships in Chesapeake bay and burned the public build- 
ings in Washington. 

Opposing them as they marched on the city were a few hun- 
dred raw militiamen—farm boys who never had seen a gun fired 
at a man. At the first volley the farm boys scattered in panic, 
dropping their muskets on the way. They were saved by a few 
American sailors who rowed ashore from their gunboats and held 
up the British advance until the militia could get away. 

That engagement doesn’t make us proud, but it is understand- 
able. The farm boys were naturally as cool and as brave as the 
British soldiers. In fact, British militia faced by American vet- 
erans would have behaved in much the same way. 

The difference between them was a matter of discipline—and 
discipline is gained only by practice. 

Listen to any group discussing fires in hotels and private homes 
and. you will hear amusing stories about the curious behavior of 
people addled by excitement You will hear about men who dressed 
carefully, even to their neckties, to set their wives an example of 
coolness, but forgot to put on their pants. And you will hear about 
residence fires, quickly controlled, where the only loss was the 
treasured china thrown from a window. Excitement, plus fear, 
stops all thinking. | 

If green soldiers and adults of all kinds lose their wits in time 
of danger, is it reasonable to expect more of children? Will your 
children be safe when the school burns? 

But our school, you will say, has fire drill. 
to that, nine times in ten, is “Oh, yeah?” 

What kind of drill? Are the children notified to get ready for 
fire drill, or is there a loud alarm at odd times given without 
warning? Are there alarm boxes all over the building, so the 
signal can be given from any point? Are the children taught to 
obey hand signals, so shouting will be unnecessary? What would 
happen if a second-grade teacher fainted? Are older boys ap- 
pointed and trained to carry out cripples, inspect the rooms after 
they are emptied, and check rest rooms and cloak rooms? Is the roll 
called immediately to make sure all are out? Are the children 
trained to march to a second and a third exit when the first is 
blocked? 

Remember that what they do at drill is all they can do when 
the fire starts. Thinking won’t save them. They can’t think. Noth- 
ing will save them but trance-like obedience to habit. 

There are five school fires every day in America, and under- 
writers say 90 per cent of our school buildings are fire traps. Fail- 
ure to train the kids to save themselves is a folly that may never 
be forgiven. |

ate. 

County ordinaries, upon whom 
the responsibility of stopping 
“child marriages” in Georgia was 
placed in ‘the new law sponsored 
by the Bibb county delegation, de- 
scended upon the capitol yesterday 
to urge modification of the strict 
measure. 

Appealing to the Governor not 
to sign the bill, the ordinaries ob- 
tained. a compromise with Luther 
Bloodworth, Bennirig Grice and B. 
F. Merritt Jr., Bibb representatives 
who authored the law, 

The sponsors agreed to push 
amendments to the bill seeking to 
change two sections objected to by 


the ordinaries. 


The ordinaries, headed by J. 
Forest Johnson, of Troup county; 
T. N. Holcombe, of Lowndes, and 
W. A. May, of Brooks, protested 
the bill as enacted, and asked for 
the changes. 

As signed, the measure shifted 
responsibility for instituting suit 
against any ordinary violating the

In a letter to House Speaker 
William B. Bankhead, Democrat,

“The literature, apparently em- 
anating from Communist organiza- 
tions, seeks to undermine the 
morale of the service by urging 
disloyalty and disobedience of laws 
and regulations for the govern- 
ment of the armed forces,” he 
wrote.

other people (a) became fright- 
ened and some of them became 
(b) well informed. 

don’t know whether personal 
health or public health benefits 
more when any one wears a mask 
against the cri. It all depends 
on the quality or type of mask 
worn and the I. Q. of the indi- 
vidual and the section of the pub- 
lic concerned. 

In the first place wearing a 
mask against the flu or any other 
prevailing respiratory infection 
implies acceptance of the belief 
or teaching that the disease is 
spread via droplets of moisture or 
secretion emitted from nose or 
mouth during coughing, sneezing 
or talking. The virus or germ of 
the disease is conveyed in the 
droplets, not only the larger drop- 
lets which are palpable or visible, 
but also in finer droplets which 
may be impalpable and invisible 
to the naked ey, to lodge upon 
the face of any one who happens 
to be within range, and some of 
the droplets may be inhaled di- 
rectly., 

This may not be a pleasant sub- 
ject to think about. Indeed a ra- 
dio broadcasting chain censor for- 
bade me to,refer to it in some 
talks I gave over the air, as it 
might not be nice for women and 
children to learn about. such 
things. On the air as elsewhere 
you say only what the interests 
want the public to hear or else. 

Physicians and nurses trained in 
the aseptic technique of the oper- 
ating room’ and the contagious dis- 
ease hospital understand why and 
how to-use a mask for prevention 
of the spread of infection. The 
layman should understand but 
- generally doesn’t. The main rea- 
son the layman doesn’t under- 
stand why and how to use this 
safety precaution is the careless- 
ness or ineompetence of the old- 
time practitioner, the elderly and 
perhaps beloved doctor who had 
little if any training in aseptic 
technique during his preparation 
for practice and hence never has 
acquired positive principles which 


do not give way before the con-! 


ventions and fancies of the public. 

A mask that is effective against 
any respiratory infection caused 
by germs consists of not less than 
ten layers of gauze (cheesecloth) 
having a mesh of 32 threads to 
the inch. It should measure at 
least-4 inches by 8 inches and it 
may be held in place covering nose 
and mouth by means of tapes at- 
tached: to each corner and tied. at 
the back—one pair going over the 
ears, the other pair under the ears.

serve that such a mask would 
hardly stop disease germs. But it 
stops the spray droplets, and that 
is all that is required to prevent 
the spread of cri due to germs. 


Whether such a mask stops the 
virus of influenza I am not so 
certain, but I believe it is near- 
ly, if not quite, as dependable a 
barrier against the transfer of 
virus (organisms too small to be 
visible through the ordinary bac- 
teriological microscope, but per- 
haps visible through the ultra-mi- 
croscope) as it is against cri in 
general, say diphtheria or pneu- 
monia, ea 

Of course such a mask must be 
worn always with the same side 
out, if it is donned and removed 
frequently through the day. When 
it becomes soiled it should be dis- 
carded and a clean one put on. 


Ordinary washing and ironing is{° 


sufficient disinfecton or steriliza- 
tion for such masks. Of course 
boiling destroys any disease germ 
or virus anyway. Soap is an ex- 
cellent antiseptic. The heat of 
ironing practically sterilizes cloth- 
ing. 

A mask not only protects the 
wearer against catching flu or 
other cri but, when worn by a 
person coming down with or ill 
with flu or other cri, it protects 
persons around the patient from 
contracting the disease. 

Another type of mask especially 
suitable for physicians, nose and 
throat specialists particularly, as 
well as for dentors and their as- 
sistants, and for nurses, a type 
which I believe might be more 
acceptable to the public than the 
gauze mask described, is really a 
transparent shield of cellophane or 
similar material held before the 
face on a spectacle frame. Dr. 
Lewis J. Silvers devised such a 
mask or shield, made of washed, 
non-inflammable X-ray film, hav- 
ing snap fasteners by means of 
which it may be attached to the 
headband of the physician’s head- 
lamp or mirror. The shield hangs 
far enough away from nose and 
mouth to permit ventilation, yet 
effectually prevents spray trans- 
rer. 

There are two recommendations 
I would make to the individual 
in reference to the flu. First, do 
not resort to any coaltar deriva- 
tive as a remedy—such as aspirin 
or acetanilide in any of its in- 
numerable disguises purporting to 
be remedies for “colds,” grip, flu, 
sore throat and the like. Second, 
if any medicine that a layman may 
use with reasonable safety has 
preventive or remedial value 
against the flu it is, in my opinion, 
just plain old quinine—for adults, 


two grains of quinine sulphate 
three times a day as prophylactic; 
for children under 10, one grain 
twice or three times a day; in cap- 
sule, tablet or pill; for from a 
week to six or eight weeks or for 


the duration of the epidemic.

If you think overweight runs in 
the family and that. nothing can 
be done about it, you will be in- 
trigued with this story of a reduc- 
ér with similar convictions who 
set out fo prove them. 

“My family have always been 
large-boned people,” she explains, 
“and I was sure that I was consti- 
tutionally overweight. I only went 
on the diet to prove you wrong, 
but I’ve failed. I’ve reduced!” 


When the Twenty-one Day Diet 
was introduced last fall, our re- 
ducer had been shopping and, as 
many of you realize, excessive 
overweight is expensive. “I weigh- 
ed 230 pounds for my height of 
five feet, eight inches and had 
been trying to buy a dress with a 
very limited pocketbook and a 
luxury figure—size 48!”

Take Finesse Early. 

If one opponent is known to 
have an established suit, take the 
finesse the ofher way. 

Be careful not to finesse into a 
hand that can lead through a sing- 
ly guarded honor at no-trump. 

If a suit must be established by 
finessing in order to fulfill your 
contract, it is usually best to take 
the finesse early, while you still 
hold stoppers and entry cards in 
other suits.

of the men who always attended mv husband’s 
birthday reunions, which started with a small 
group in 1921 and have gradually grown through 
the years as new people have become intimately 
associated with him in his various fields of work. 

This was the first year that I can remember when Tom Lynch 
was not present, but he gave as the reason for his absence his 
anxiety about his wife. I am particularly grieved for his little girl.

Even at six or seven years 
of age, sorrows of this kind make a lasting impression.

to stick to my work and stay indoors.

Georgia Sea Island production was 
900 bales on 4,500 acres, an aver- 
_age of 80 pounds to the acre; and 
‘in 1936, it was 71 bales on 300 
acres, an average of 94 pounds per 
acre. 
In a special survey among 362 
Georgia Sea Island growers to de- 
| termine various factors, the cotton 
specialist said he found this group 
had an average yield of 66 pounds 
| per acre.on 3,667 acres, for which 
they received an average of 21 
a pound.

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DR PAUL LINEBACK 
DIES AT AGE OF 58 


Emory Medical School Pro- 
fessor Had Been IIl 
Six Weeks. 


Dr. Paul Eugene Lineback, 58, 
professor at the Emory University 
School of Medicine since 1917 and 
a nationally recognized authority 
on micro-anatomy, died yesterday 
at a private hospital after six 
weeks’ illness. 

_- A specialist in virtually every 
phase of animal biology, Dr. Line- 
back’s papers had frequently been 


published in the American Journal! 
of Anatomy, the Journal of the 
American Medical Association and 
the Anatomical Record. Few men 
are said to have contributed as 
much to present-day knowledge 
of the embryo and the colon to 
which he devoted years of re- 
search. 


Study of Eye. 

In 1928 Dr. Lineback was given 
an honorary lectureship in the 
University of London under Pro- 
fessor Elliott Smith. He started 
an intensive study of the eye 
which he continued up until his 
death. 

A graduate of Drake University. 
Dr. Lineback had twice been listed 


‘in groups of the school’s “immor- 
tals.” He was one of two south- 


erners selected last year to con- 
tribute to the Carnegie Embryolog- 
ical Institute’s “Anatomy of the 
Rhesus Monkey.” 

A native of Winston-Salem, N. 
C., Dr. Lineback was born Octo- 
ber 25, 1880. He received his A. 
B. degree in 1907 and four years 
later was awarded his M. D. 

Work at Emory. 

Dr. Lineback joined the staff of 
the newly established Emory Uni- 
versity Medical school in 1917 as 
professor of micro-anatomy and in 
1920 was made director of the de- 
partment. He also served as pro- 
fessor of anatomy at the Univer- 
sity of California in 1917 and 1922.
